Professor Sanderson’s Work 
Prior to 


Coming lo Texas, 


College Station, Tex , Nov. IS. 
— At the recent meeting of the 
board of directors of the Agricul­ 
tural and Mechanical College, Pro- 
fester IL Dwight Manderson was 
elected to the position of State 
Entomologist and professor of en- j 
tumology. 
Professor Manderson is j 
a native of Michigan, received his j 
early education in 
Detroit, and 
graduated at the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College of that state in 
1896. 
He at once entered Cornell 
University and spent a year in 
advanced work in entomology and 
histology, graduating in 1898 with 
the degree of bachelor of science 
of agriculture.

Professor Sanderson went to Mary­ 
land as instructor in entomology 
in the Agricultural College and 
Assistant State Entomologist. 
While there he did a great deal 
of special work in orchard inspec­ 
tion and in the study of sweet po­ 
tato insects. 
He left Maryland to 
become Assistant Entomologist in 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, and was sent to North 
Carolina to organize the work of 
the crop pest commission. Shortly 
afterward Professor Sanderson was 
made State Entomologist of Dela­ 
ware and professor of zoology in 
the State College, which 
position 
he recently 
resigned 
to 
come 
to the Texas A. and M. College. 
During his connection with the 
several 
institutions 
mentioned 
above Professor Sanderson issued 
numerous bulletins, and 
besides 
these has written a valuable book 
entitled “ Insects Injurious to Sta­ 
ple Crops.” 
Professor Sanderson conies very 
highly recommended by all with 
whom he has worked.

The two men, bal­ 
anced on the sw aying rope, thrust and 
parried w ith extraordinary dexterity. 
B ut Perote w as the better swordsman, 
and a m inute later Sarfucio, attem pt­ 
ing a furious lunge, received a back 
stroke th at threw him from the rope. 
Perote, falling at the same instant, 
caught the rope w ith his hands; but, 
to the amazement of the spectators, 
the Italian bung by his heels. It w as 
seen th at straps were attached to his 
shoe heels and passed over the rope.
